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Cemetery of the Church of the Good Shepherd 

The Cemetery of the Church of the Good Shephard lies 
.just east of lower Shattuck unknown to many, on land that 
was secured from the U.S. Government by Edward John Crump, 
Oct. 11, 1855. 

Mr. E.J. Crump bequeathed this portion of land by will 
to the Church from which I quote. After disposing of certain 
propertice he says, Second, I give and bequeath there unto 
of the Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church of the Good 
Shepherd in Faribault, Minnesota, the balance of the land in 
said S.W. 1/4 now set apart for cemetery purposes and used 
by said church and not conveyed to them by deed. 

Signed, 

E.J. Crump. seal 

Will dated Sept. 1, 1860, Faribault, Minnesota. 

Recorded Oct. 22, 1861 at 4 P.M. 

Probated Oct. 20, 1860. 


On Feb. , 1860 a proposition from E.J. Crump offering 

land for burial place consisting of ten (10) acres at $30.Op 
per acre. Mr. Crump to donate $50.00 and retain a single lot 
for himself, which was accepted. At this meeting a committee v 

was appointed to draw up articles for the organization of 
the church. 

Knowing the Rev, Geo.C. Tanner has this matter much at 
hear and would be able to give valuable information 
regarding this cemetery I wrote him concerning it. From his 
reply I inserted as follows 

You ask me about the old cemetery near the St. James 
School. I do not think you will find any dates to help you 
at the ola cemetery. I will g'ive you a lead and direct you 
to a source of information. 

The cemetery was purely an Episcopal Cemetery for the 
burial of the members of the Episcopal Church after the 
custom of*the English Church which located its cemeteries 
close by the church. I commonly give you the approxinate 
matter of the date of selection and being laid out. You will 
find the exact date of the deed in the office of the 
Register of Deeds about 1860 or 1861 to the Bishop of 
Seabury Mission or possibly J. Lloyd Breck donated by Mr. 

Edward Crump. These data will give you the names of getting 
at the actual facts, which is very important. Mr. Crump gave 
ten (10) acres of land on condition of its being a perpetual 
cemetery. Of this the five or two acres now inclosed was set 
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apart, inclosed and consecrated. This was used for church 
people until Maple Lawn was laid out. Mrs Breck is buried 
there, 1862, and Mr. Edward Crump, his father and mother and 
many of our early church people, Mr. Tower’s children, Miss 
Anna Bull, one of our early teachers, Judge Lowell etc. I 
will refer to the early Parish Registers, care of Dean 
Zoubek, for dates, names of the first burials, I can not 
give you the names of any soldiers buried there. As it was 
strictly an Episcopal Church Cemetery you will hardly find 
anything in the papers about it. The land was donated by Mr. 
Crump because after a vain search we could not find any 
location we could buy. I think this is all I can give you, 
the few facts. I regret I have so little of interest.

Looking for further information regarding this cemetery I 
wrote Col. W.T. Mollison knowing he had much interest in its 
maintenance and history. Again I quote in full or nearly so. 
"Several years ago while on one of my morning horse-back 
rides, I ran in to the cemetery and my curiosity graspted me 
to investigate, etc. and I found much to my surprise after 
cutting my way into the jungle that it a burial ground, 
where a number of the parishioners of the Cathadral Parish 
were buried, and being a vastryman of the following results. 
I found that amoung others it contained the grave of Jane ^ 
Breck whose husband, the Rev. Breck was the founder of 
Seabury Divinity School and many other prominent old 
residents of Faribault. The place had been utterly neglected 
and abandoned and forgotten and was a wilderness. I found 
upon investigation that the ground, 10 acres of which 2 
acres were used for the cemetery purposes had been donated 
to the Wardens and Vestry or the Cathadral Parish by Rev. 

Mr. Crump, perhaps you remember the family, but the place 
had not been used as a burial spot for many years and had 
gradually been forgotten. I took pains to clean it up repair 
the fence, put in a gate etc. and tried in my feeblway to 
keep it in some sort of respectable repair until, I was 
called into the war and since that time I do not know 
whether any one has given it any consideration. It certainly 
should be cared for and I sincerely hope the D.A.R. may find 
it fitting to look after it. I hope this information may be 
what you want.

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Searching the early burial Register of the Parish I find 
many were buried there and I will name some of them. Also I 
will say I found by diligent inquiry that many of the bodies 
have been removed to other cemeteries for this reason. 
Possibly this lack of condition has led to the past neglect 
in a measure. The subsoil of the locality is of clay 
impervious to water. While digging graves they filled with 
water many times before being used thus making it an unfit 
grave for interrment. Still there are many buried there and 
it should be carefully cared for out of respect to the honor 
of those resting there and its consecration. Foremost among 
those resting there should be noted Mrs. June Maria Breck, 
buried in 1862, wife of Rev. J. Lloyd Breck, the real 
founder of the church in Faribault, with its noted schools 
and home established here by Rev. Lloyd Breck and others and 
before coming to Faribault had done missionary work among 
the Indians in the vincity of Gull Lake Minnesota. Also 
sister of Mrs, Geo. B. Whipple, Also there are many Indian 
graves there, In 1860 were buried children of Thos'. Y. and 
Mary J. Sentill, several children and wife of Wm. H.H. 
Graham, Edward John Crump, donor of this Cemetery. In 1861 
Charles young son of Dennis and Mary O’Brien early shoe 
dealer of Faribault, and Judge Lorell, a loyal friend of 
Faribault. In 1862 Sarah Rebecca child of Lewis F. Wilkins, 
young daughter of David and Kelly Young, and a young son of 
Wm. and Mary' Costello. In 1863 several members of the Hope 
Family, son of Capt. Ed. and Annie Cults, Henry Lowell Judge 
Lowell, members of Lorenzo and Caroline Stowell Family, , 
little daughter of Rev. Samuel and Mary 7 E. Haiman, members 
of Peter Dalcour Family, Nancy wife of D. W. Fuller, Ellen 
wife of James Winter and infant daughter young child of 
Malroth P. and Salva J. Ide, young daughter of Luke and 
Matilda Hulet, Lewis Faribault Wymans, 7 yrs, adopted Indian 
son of ?. and Mrs. Wyman. This child was left in care of the 
Wyman by its Indian parent while gone on a long hunting 
trip, a small babe upon their return he refused to go with 
his parents and was given to the Wymans who adopted him. 

Died of fever aged 7 yrs. Elia Maria daughter of Luther and 
Elizabeth Dearborn, whose remorial is in the Cathedral. In 
1864 Elizabeth wife of Pardon Hammond, Anna Bull, (teacher 
in Church School) body' still lies ther marked by 7 a 
headstone. Martha Maria, wife of Geo. W. Newell also son of 
same, daughter of Jame W. Tower. In 1865 among others 
Michael Cook, Sarah Jane daughter of Asa c. and Lucinda M. 
Judd, Obed Russell, Mary 1. Hawley', Lucy' C. Cram, wife of 
Moses Hoy't, Odessa Shouts. In 1867-68 none buried that I 
found record of. In 1869 John Corydon Whipple, brother of 
Bishop Whipple. In 1871 Henry Howard Plummer killed by the 
cars, Rachel wife of W.W. Pond and Thomas Crump. In 1873 
Nellie daughter of O. and Esther St. Clair and a Jonas 
Whitcomb. I found nothing recorded later as the use of the 
ground seems to be have gradually’ decreased probably 7 on 
account of its unfitness for burial.
